from Tho Herald's correspondent in 
Rio ilanciro, Brazi,! shows that the 
steamer Cailos is on the

They think, though, that 
as every change in the tariff unsettles 
business, it, is best not to shock trade 
by any great or sudden change of rates. 
They prefer to reform gently, and to 
scale down protective duties at the rate 
of 2, 3 or 0 per cent a year, reaching a 
tariff for revenue basis in 1905 or lino. 


Another brand agrees lhat protection 


is a curse, and that any e-bangeof duties 
disturbs industry. They think, how- 
ever, that tho quicker tho tariff can be 
reformed and protection abolished the 
quicker will be tho recovery from the 
shock. If a tooth is bad, they prefer 
to have it. extracted at ono sitting rather 
than at a dozen sittings, in winch case 
the agony might be prolonged for twoot 
three weeks. They say also that if pro- 
tection is aboli'.hed piecemeal that mil 
only will busim.s bo p.ur.cky for main- 
years, but that tho protected manufac- 
turers will light each sti-p with nil of 
their power, money and influence. 


Short, sharp action which shall remove

A TV ARWHOOP. 


Iu ono of the quiet, pleasant, pictur- 


esque vallejs of eastern Connecticut 
nestles the pretly, old fashioned village 
of Windham. 
A century ago this was 


one of the most important towns in the 
state e.ist of the Connecticut river. Hero 
were located ihe county jail, Ihe county 
courthouse and oilier public institutions, 
which, with its prominent public men, 
raised the town to ,i position of influence 
and wide reputation.

A century and a half ago Sqr,irc'Ifl- 


derkin and Colonel Dyer were the two 
most prominent men of Windhiim and 
were well known throughout the state. 
Both were lawyers, both were promi- 
nent in public affairs, both wore wealthy 
for the limes in which they lived, both 
bad largo social .ollowiugs. and both 
were intensely jealous of each other. 


Squire Elderldn wan a tall, lean, bil- 


ious looking man, with heavy, raven 
black hair and piercing dailc eyes. He 
was of aristocratic lineage, and in man- 
ner cold, selfish and ambitious. 
Ho was 


a learned lawyer, an able advocate- and 
n merciless wit. Few could give a more 
rapierlilcethrtistth.nl be—a thrust that 
never failed to reach its mark and al- 
ways left a rankling wound and an ugly 
scar. 


Coloni-1 Dyer was a different kind of a 


man in every respect. In person he was 
short and stout. lie had a merry blue 
eye. a beaming countenance- and a good 
word<<>r every one. Few could tell a 
better story or moro surely make" ono 
laugh without know ing the reason why. 
Genial, happy, soci.ible, always bubbling 
over with fun and good humor, lie- ::ei < r 
was happier than win nsurrounded wiib 
Company, and his wido circle of friends 
always found him a royal entertainer. 
A-saii'snlt he became one of tbe most 
popular men in the slate.

Sejuiro Elderkin, w'ho bad never hai 
military experience, implored the colonel 
1o halt his command on tho hill am 
wait imtil daybreak before be proceeded 
as everything Ecemed to indicate over- 
whelming odds iu favor of the enemy. 


The last half of tho night was one of 


terror. Thu villagers who had been left 
behind waited to hear tho roar of battle 
but us the hours dragged their tedious 
length along without the discharge of 
single piece all gave way to the i'oar that 
some great horror was impending. Th, 
night, however, finally wore away; th' 
cast began to grow gi-.iy, aud the light 
was slowly creeping over the hills when 
the clamor for '-Colonel Dyer and Elder- 
kin, too," began to subside. Daylight 
quelled the hideous sounds. 


The morning brought a strange story 


to the little army and <bo panic stricken 
villagers.

The st,lie of mind of the townspeople 


the next morning can better be imagined 
than described. All seemed sick with 
humiliation at the ludicrou-, cmling of 
then- frantic fright of the evening before. 
Squire Klderkin was particularly morti- 
fied and is reported to have" suffered a 
two weeks' sickness and confinement to 
his chamber, during which he w.ii said

Bvidence lhat appendicitis, a? disease of 
the vermiform appendix isnamcil, causes 
more deaths every year than consump- 
tion, tho Ion:; acknowledged chief among 
fatal distasi1-..

condition is about the size of a lead pen- 
cil and about 0 inches long. It is very 
well shown in a specimen which w.xs re- 
moved at a dmic.il led lire at the Post- 
fjradnale Medical school on Jan. 11!.
